mately  2,100  students. 
'Just  under  half  of  the 
students  at  Bradley,  about  48% 
live  on-campus,  while  the  others 
live  off-campus.  What  exactly 
are  the  advantages  or  disadvan- 
tages of  living  on  campus  or  off? 
Several  Bradley  students  voiced 
their  opinions.  Freshman  Justin 
Ganschow,  likes  living  on  cam- 
pus because  he  feels  "more  like 
the  part  of  the  campus."  How- 
ever, he  continued  with  the  fact 
that  if  he  had  "more  space"  he 
might  enjoy  dorm  life  more. 
Junior  Jason  Frericks  lives  in  the 
Student  Apartment  Complex, 

(SAC)  and  says  that  an  advantage  of  apartment  life  is  being 
able  to  "cook  for  yourself."

Friday  night  meant  leaving  the  books  behind,  getting 
dressed  up,  and  heading  out  to  parties.  When  you  got  to 
.the  parties,  you  were 
Dpped  at  the  door  and  asked 
r  ID.  Not  only  were  you 
ked  if  you  were  a  Bradley 
udent,  but  if  you  were 
^enty-one  or  older.  If  you 
?re,  you  were  handed  a 
acelet  which  said  you  were 
fenty-one,  and  therefore 
lU  could  receive  alcohol. 
Drinking  was  a  common 
currence  on  campus.  One 
uld  find  it  at  the  fraternity 
ities,  the  dorms,  and  off 
mpus  houses;  but  that  did 
it  mean  there  were  not  strict 
ilicies.  Bradley  enforced  II- 

lois  state  drinking  laws,  which  said  no  one  could  consume  or 
Ly  alcohol  under  the  age  of  twenty-one.  If  alcohol  was  given  to 
person  under  the  age  of  twenty-one,  he  or  she  could  be 
nvicted  of  a  Class  A  misdemeanor.  Not  only  did  Bradley  enforce 
is,  they  added  other  rules  to  the  equation.  Kegs,  cooler  balls, 
id  beer  bongs  were  not  allowed  in  any  university  supervised 
lusing,  which  included  residence  halls,  greek  houses  and 
lartments. 


Although  students  could  buy  a  variety  of  alcohol,  what  they  possessed 
depended  on  what  their  tastes  were  and  how  much  money  they  had.

Students  could  drink  in  their  rooms  if  they  were  twenty-one  or 
older,  but  they  had  to  keep  their  door  closed.  Students  could  be 

fined  if  they  were  caught  drinking 
with  their  door  opened.  Fines  were 
also  given  out  to  underage  drinkers. 
If  you  were  drinking  under  the  age, 
you  could  be  fined  $250.00.  "I  think 
the  fines  kept  some  students  away 
from  drinking,  but  the  younger  stu- 
dents would  probably  have  no  diffi- 
culty getting  alcohol  if  they  really 
wanted  it,"  said  Ryan  Ludwig  a  Jun- 
ior Electrical  Engineering  major. 
Students  who  were  caught  violat- 
ing the  University's  regulations  on 
alcohol  had  to  meet  with  an  alcohol 
and  substance  abuse  counselor.  Af- 
ter that  point,  the  counselor  evalu- 
ated the  student  and  said  whether 
or  not  he  or  she  needed  more  counseling.  When  asked  about  this 
Freshman  Shaina  Geron,  an  undecided  major,  said,  "Counseling  is 
a  great  concept,  but  it  has  to  be  applied  to  the  situation.  If  someone 
is  a  repeat  offender  or  they  are  always,  drinking  they  need  help,  but 
if  it  is  their  first  time  I  donit  feel  it  is  necessary." 

Drinking  affected  all  students.  Not  everyone  drank,  but  there 
was  usually  a  point  when  they  would  have  to  take  care  of  a  friend. 
These  policies  were  important  to  ensure  the  safety  of  the  students.

RunoflF  in  All- 
School  Elections

In  a  close  and  highly  aggressive  all-school 
officer  election,  a  remaining  eight  candidates 
competed  in  a  runoff  election,  creating  an  extra- 
week  of  hard  work,  campaigning,  and  sleep  dep- 
rivation. With  a  near-record  voter  turnout,  in  the 
first  election,  competition  was  fierce. 

For  the  position  of  all-school  president,  junior 
Aaron  Freeman,  claiming  645  votes  in  the  runoff, 
inched  by  sophomore  Brian  Weidner  who  lost  by 
a  margin  of  35  votes.  After  two  years  of  oversee- 
ing the  meetings  of  Student  Senate  as  all-school 
vice-president  and  even  after  the  negative  cam- 
paigning posted  against  Freeman  ,  the  candidate 
still  emerged  victorious.  Negative  campaigning 
consisted  of  anti-Freeman  posters  that  Freeman 
suspected  to  have  been  started  by  a  disgruntled 
resident  that  he  had  disciplined  during  his  work 
as  a  resident  adviser  and  hall  director. 

As  the  new  all-school  vice-president,  junior 
Matt  Morris,  with  737  votes,  beat  out  sophomore 
competitor  Ryan  Heck  (511  votes). 

With  an  astounding  744  votes,  the  position  of 
all  school  secretary  was  clenched  by  sophomore 
Chris  Stapel  who  surpassed  freshman  Ted  Berger 
(471  votes). 

Further  displaying  the  tight  election,  freshmen 
Jill  Cocayne  (642  votes)  barely  slipped  by  fresh- 
men Howie  Kremer  (592  votes)  for  all-school 
treasurer.  With  49  voters  abstaining  in  the 
treasurer  section,  Cocayne  received  almost  ex- 
actly the  required  50  percent  majority,  while 
Kremer  obtained  46.1  percent. 

The  first  election  boasted  a  voter  turnout  of 
1,357,  which  more  than  surpassed  last  year's 
election  where  both  president  and  vice-president 
ran  unopposed.  The  runoff  claimed  to  have  only 
74  ballots  less  being  cast  by  voting  students  than 
in  the  initial  election. 

As  for  canidates  plans  for  nest  year,  Weidner 
plans  to  continue  to  serve  on  Senate  and  is  still 
considering  running  once  again  for  president 
next  spring,  Megan  Fulara  (an  all-school  vice 
president  canidate  eliminated  in  the  first  elec- 
tion) intends  to  apply  for  as  chair  for  one  of 
Senate's  committees  next  year.  Heck  will  remain 
active  in  Senate,  and  Berger  is  also  considering 
chairing  a  committee  or  running  again  for  Senate 
next  year. 


Brosld  Appointed  as  i 
New  School  President

After  spending  more  than  a  year  searching  for  a  successoi 
to  former  school  president  John  Brazil,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
finally  announced  David  C.  Broski  as  the  ninth  president  oi 
Bradley  University  on  February  4,  2000. 

Arising  as  the  lead  candidate  early  into  the  spring  semes- 
ter, Broski's  popularity  soon  faltered  when  his  sudden  resignatior 
as  chancellor  at  University  of  Illinois-Chicago  was  brought  intc 
question.   Broski  served  as  chancellor  from  1995  to  1998  bu1 


resigned  during  a  time  when  he  was  subject  to  intense  inquir 
after  federal  regulators  postponed  nearly  all  of  the  investigatioi 
on  employees  at  UIC. 

According  to  Bob  Viets,  the  chair  of  the  presidential  searcl 
committee,  the  board  thoroughly  investigated  Broski's  resignai 
tion  and  designated  the  concern  as  its  highest  precedence  throughi 
out  the  duration  of  the  early  stages  of  the  interviewing  process 

In  a  pair  of  forums  with  faculty  and  staff  on  Feb.  4,  Brosk 
openly  discussed  the  reasons  behind  his  unexpected  resignation 
answering  the  questions  that  had  been  plaguing  the  minds  o 
concerned  employees.  To  further  ensure  Broski  was  the  right  mai 
to  take  the  position,  a  forum  was  also  held  with  students  later  tha 
day.  Over  80  students  posed  their  anxieties  by  interrogating 
Broski  on  his  views  on  the  proposed  Haussler  Hall  renovation 
improvements  for  the  Cullom-Davis  Library,  and  further  financic 
support  for  student  organizations. 

Broski  contends  to  keep  in  contact  with  students  b 
holding  monthly  meetings  and  listening  to  student  concerns,  ii 
order  to  provide  students  with  a  spot  at  the  side  of  the  adminis 
tration. 

On  June  15,  2000,  Broski  will  officially  take  office  as  Bradle 
University's  new  president  and  replace  Interim  President  and  Vic 
President  for  Business  Affairs  Gary  Anna,  who  has  accepted  thy 
position  since  Brazil  had  left. 


Respected  Professor 
Emeritus  Dies  at  90

This  past  school  year,  Bradley  lost  one  of  its  most  respected  and 
fluential  professors  in  the  history  of  the  university.  On  March 
,  2000,  Romeo  B.  Garrett  passed  away  at  the  age  of  90.  Garrett, 
ming  to  Bradley  as  a  sociology  professor  in  1947,  was  hired  (after 
extremely  segregated  student  organization  requested  his 
iployment)  as  the  university's  first  black  faculty  member. 
Being  the  only  black  professor  until  1969,  Garrett  spent  a  lot  of 
3  time  metoring  a  great  majority  of  the  African-American 
:ulty.  He  was  also  responsible  for  inspiring  and  encouraging 
rican  American  faculty  to  teach  and  continue  to  stay  at  Bradley. 
In  a  further  effort  to  help  promote  his  belief  that  learning 
longed  to  everyone  and  not  merely  a  select  few,  Garrett 
tablished  five  scholarships  for  African-American  prominent 
ident  leaders  graduating  from  high  school  within  the  central 
inois  vicinity.  Today  there  are  now  thirty  African-American 
lolarships  offered. 

Almost  30  years  after  his  arrival,  Garrett  retired  from  Bradley  in 
76  as  the  first  professor  emeritus  in  the  history  of  the  university, 
order  to  honor  the  esteemed  professor,  two  years  after  Garrett's 
:irement  the  university  named  its  multicultural  center  after 
m.  Garrett  was  further  honored  by  the  Black  Student  Alliance 
th  the  establishment  of  Garrett  Week. 

In  the  past,  Garrett  attended  his  honorary  week  with  the 
sistance  of  transportation  through  the  University  Police,  the 
is  year,  however,  Garrett's  death  came  only  a  few  days  before 
rrett  Week  (celebrated  April  3  to  7).

Olin  Undergoes 
Renovations

After  having  been  in  the  works  for  three  years,  the  Olin  Hall  of 
Science  renovation  is  finally  ready  to  begin  a  $25  million  con- 
struction project  in  June  of  2000.  Housing  the  chemistry, 
biology,  and  physics  departments,  Olin  Hall's  renovation  is 
designed  to  furnish  a  state  of  the  art  building  for  science  and 
education. 

The  layout  includes  plans  for  a  supplementary  three-story 
addition  on  the  east  side  of  the  building  where  the  sunken  garden 
is  located  and  revisions  to  nearly  80%  of  the  standing  sections  of 
Olin.  Construction  on  the  eastside  of  the  building  is  proposed  to 
be  completed  by  fall  of  2001,  while  renovations  to  the  existing 
facility  are  scheduled  to  begin  in  the  fall  of  2001. 

The  renovation  is  designed  to  almost  double  the  size  of 
the  building,  adding  a  59,  000-square-foot  addition  to  the 
existing  76,  800-square-foot  building.  Renovations  in  the  old 
part  will  be  refurbished  to  match  the  new  areas  as  closely  as 
possible. 

According  to  Ron  Doerzaph,  the  new  addition  will  provide  room 
for  more  classrooms,  labs,  offices,  technology  support  services, 
and  a  greenhouse  located  on  the  top  level,  replacing  the  existing 


one. 

Although  inconveniences  are  expected  during  the  construc- 
tion, Doerzaph  and  his  planning  assistant  Kim  Green  have  already 
begun  planning  to  make  the  transition  easier.  Their  goal  is  to 
alleviate  and  accommodate  the  troublesomeness  faced  by  both 
students  and  professors.  The  biggest  concern  regards  whether  or 
not  the  school  will  be  able  to  provide  an  adequate  work  area  and 
enough  offices  for  faculty  and  students  during  the  time  of 
construction. 

Aside  from  providing  more  multimedia  compatible  classrooms 
and  more  lab  and  office  space  for  the  departments  that  already 
exist  in  Olin,  the  renovation  is  geared  to  provide  a  space  for  the 
health  science,  presently  housed  in  Burgess  Hall,  department 
beginning  in  the  fall  of  2000.  The  health  science  department  had 
renuested  classroom  and  lab  snace  for  its  undergraduate  health

With  the  beginning  of  the  1999-2000  school  year,  many 
new  changes  came  about.  After  twenty-six  years  of  service.  Bob 
Byczynski  retired  as  director  of  food  services  and  was  replaced  by 
Ron  Gibson.  One  of  the  projects  that  had  been  in  the  works  for  a 
year  and  a  half  before  it  was  incorporated  into  the  meal  plans,  was 


the  addition  of  the  Williams  Food  Court.  On  August  25,  1999,  a 
ribbon  cutting  ceremony  initiated  a  whole  new  door  to  Bradley 
dining  by  offering  Pizza  Hut  Express,  a  grill,  and  freshly  made 
sandwiches.  The  whole  idea  behind  the  Food  Court  was  to  attract 
not  only  on-campus  students,  but  also  off-campus  students  and 
Bradley  faculty.  Serving  approximately  1200  students  a  week 
showed  the  popularity  and  success  of  the  additional  option. 

Besides  the  Food  Court  being  added,  there  were  also  a  few  other 
new  ideas  that  came  to  the  Bradley  dining  system.  A  professional 
chef,  Steve  Schmeilski,  was  added  to  the  payroll;  he  worked  on 
adding  more  items  to  the  Food  Court's  menu  and  enhancing  the 
quality  of  the  food  offered  in  the  cafeterias.  Also,  more  restau- 
rants off  campus  offered  the  option  of  using  Bradley  Quick  Card  at 
them.  For  awhile,  this  added  convenience  was  more  of  a  headache 
for  most  due  to  the  fact  that  only  one  modem  was  used  for  all  the 
restaurants  to  approve  the  Quick  Card.  In  October,  however,  the 
system  was  fixed  to  speed-up  the  process.

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Safety  Concerns 
Arise

This  1999-2000  school  year  there  has  been  one  question  that  has 
agued  the  mind  of  students  living  on  Bradley's  campus:  is 
:adley  University  a  safe  place?  With  several  crimes  having 
;curred  both  near  campus  and  on  campus  and  rumors  running 
mpant,  the  safety  issue  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  all. 
:adley  has  addressed  student  safety  through  forums,  lectures, 
)eak-outs,  and  several  other  efforts  to  hear  students'  concerns. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  terrifying  incidents  at  the  start  of 
le  year,  a  robbery  near  campus  resulted  in  the  shooting  of  a  fast 
od  restaurant  employee.  At  2:45  a.m.  on  October  30  in  the 
irking  lot  of  the  McDonald's  restaurant  located  at  1017  W.  Main 
;.,  Nicole  Palley,  22,  was  shot  in  the  chest  by  a  male  culprit  clad 
.a  dark-hooded  sweatshirt.  The  incident,  being  so  close  to  the 
impus,  raised  questions  as  to  the  safety  Bradley  actually  offers. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  a  Forum  on  Violence 
as  held  to  confront  the  issues  that  threatened  students.  Nora 
lies,  director  of  the  Escort  Service  and  a  member  of  the  University 
Dlice,  claims  that  efforts  are  being  made  to  install  more  officers 
I  the  force  and  begin  bicycle  patrols. 

"People  don't  take  advantage  of  the  Escort  Service,"  Jim 
mgworthy,  a  junior  Business  Management  major  comments, 
Jtudents  feel  they  don't  need  to  use  it,  yet  they  complain  it's 
isafe  on  campus." 

Also  to  increase  campus  safety.  Student  Senate  took  action  by 
issing  a  resolution  that  called  for  seventeen  new  emergency 
lones,  a  University  Police  bicycle  patrol,  and  security  gates  on  the 
:ound  floor  windows  of  singles  rooms.

Senate  has  also  pushed  for  a  lighted  pathway  connecting  the  St. 
imes  apartments  to  the  rest  of  the  campus. 

Jessica  Flynn,  a  freshman  in  the  Academic  Exploration  Program, 
)ntends,  "I'm  not  really  worried  about  campus  safety.  There  are 
lot  of  rumors  going  around,  but  it  doesn't  really  bother  me.  I  feel 
retty  safe,  anyway." 

Bradley,  taking  further  steps  to  inform  students  of  possible 
azards,  has  incorporated  various  presentations  and  speakers  into 
le  campus  activities  and  even  the  classroom.  In  April,  Bradley 
)mmemorated  Sexual  Assault  Awareness  Month  through  the 
.othesline  Project,  displaying  shirts  made  by  those  who  have 
^countered  sexual  in  the  Peoria  area. 

Another  measure  taken  by  Bradley  was  to  educate  students 
a  the  topic  of  date  rape.  In  EHS  120,  a  freshman  class  that 
itroduces  students  to  campus  life,  some  students  were  required  to 
artake  in  a  presentation  organized  by  the  members  of  Campus 
wareness  Rape  Education  (CARE)  or  to  participate  in  role-playing 
:tivities. 

While  safety  issues  have  not  been  solved,  there  is  an  effort 
)  try  and  gurantee  the  well-being  of  students. 


St.  James  Place 
Finished  with 
Problems

The  first  phase  of  the  St.  James  Place  apartments  was  completed 
this  fall,  housing  196  students.  These  apartments  were  only 
offered  for  junior  and  senior  occupancy.  Many  students  com- 
plained at  the  beginning  of  the  year  due  to  the  problems  that  came 
with  the  added  choice  for  housing.  Phase  one  was  due  to  be 
finished  by  August  15,  1999,  before  the  students  arrived  on 
campus,  however,  it  was  not  actually  completed  until  October. 
Many  of  the  problems  that  were  complained  about  were  the  missing 
electric  lights,  sod,  and  fencing.  Also,  a  Quick  Card  scanner  system 
was  supposed  to  be  used  as  access  into  the  buildings  but  was  not 
completed  in  time.  Key  locks  were  installed  until  the  system  was 
able  to  be  up  and  running.  This  made  many  of  the  residents  uneasy 
and  nervous  because  of  the  less  security  that  came  with  this. 

Also,  due  to  the  hurry  the  workers  were  in  to  finish  the 
buildings,  students  felt  that  the  quality  of  the  apartments  was  not 
the  greatest.  Residents  also  said  that  it  was  a  headache  trying  to 
get  things  solved  when  it  came  to  their  apartments  because  of  lack 
of  cooperation  from  Bradley  and  Cambridge  Property  Management. 
Complaints  ranged  from  utilities  to  walls  and  floors  to  cohabita- 
tion. However,  spokespersons  from  both  Bradley  and  Cambridge 
agreed  there  were  problems  and  things  began  to  be  worked  out. 

The  future  complex  has  been  planned  to  include  eleven  more 
buildings  and  a  recreational  area  with  a  soccer  field  and  a  baseball 
diamond.

Bush,  Gore  Win,  on  to  November 


The  shortest  Presidential 
Primary  Season  in  United 
States  history  ended  last 
March,  when  Vice  President 
Al  Gore,  and  Texas  Govenor 
George  W  Bush  secured  their 
parties  nominations  for  the 
Presidential  Election  in  the 
Fall  of  2000.

On  the  Republican 
side  of  the  spectrum.  Senator 
John  McCain  proved  to  be  a 
strong  challenge  to  the  fa- 
vorite of  Republican  Party 
officials:  Texas  Govenor 
George  W.  Bush. 

Senator  McCain's 
platform  was  best  described 
by  the  name  of  the  bus  he 
traveled  in  -  the  "Straight 
Talk  Express"  He  advocated  a 
brand  of  campaign  finace  re- 
form that  most  of  the  leaders 
in  his  own  party  did  not  like. 
Despite  their  lack  of  support, 
McCain  won  the  first  primary 
state  of  New  Hampshire  by  a  large  margain. 

A  new  question  to  be  answered  is  what  is  to  become 
of  the  Democrats  who  voted  for  McCain  and  the  Republcans 
who  voted  against  George  Bush.  Whichever  of  the  two

Despite  the  widespread  celebrations,  there  was  also  a| 
widespread  panic  and  fear  of  each  clock  that  dreadful  twelve! 
o'clock.  While  several  crowds  were  anxiously  waiting  for  their! 
clocks  to  strike  midnight,  many  breathed  a  huge  sigh  of  relief  as| 
the  ever-feared  Y2K  bug  passed  with  few  glitches. 

For  months  and  even  years,  the  Y2K  bug  has  been  the  topic! 
of  discussion.  Since  the  technology  of  computers — being  the  main 
source  that  holds  many  important  documents  and  records — is  a 
huge  factor  in  the  United  States'  daily  operations,  the  U.S.  was  the 
most  fretful  country.  Spending  $50  million  on  a  Y2K  command 
center,  the  new  year  rolled  through  with  negligible  glitches. 

As  clocks  struck  midnight  throughout  the  world,  few 
complications  occurred.  In  Paris,  the  New  Year's  festivities  were 
cut  short  when  the  countdown  display  shut  off  early.  The  Eiffel 
Tower  did  not  display  2000  until  45  minutes  after  twelve  o'clock. 
England  also  encountered  minor  computer  glitches.  Hackers 
managed  to  take  over  the  Internet  site  for  the  national  train 
service  and  falsely  publicize  that  trains  were  not  operating. 

So  was  this  computer  bug  a  hoax?  While  some  may  swear 
that  the  Y2K  pandemonium  was  the  greatest  scam  ever  pulled  off 
by  computer  consultants,  the  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  so  few 
glitches  occurred  because  so  many  precautions  were  taken  to 
account  for  possible  dilemmas.  After  all,  it  has  been  estimated 
that,  globally,  over  400  billion  pounds  has  been  spent,  in  order  to 
take  corrective  measures. 

While  Y2K  command  centers  are  now  virtually  useless  in  opera- 
tion, certain  Y2K  effects  could  be  cumulative,  and  even  though 
both  New  Year's  and  Leap  Year  have  passed,  slight  problems  could 
still  occur. 

The  rush  to  stock-up  on  bottled  water  and  non-perishable 
food  may  have  been  a  drastic  action,  the  excessive  government 
spending  may  have  been  costly,  and  the  many  Y2K  crisis  centers 
may  have  been  a  bit  extravagant,  but  the  world  circumvented 
widespread  catastrophe  by  taking  action  to  crush  the  millennium 
bug.

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Boris  Yeltsin  Resigns  as  President  of  Russia 


ex-KGB  Agent  Takes  Over 


Early  in  2000,  President  Boris  Yeltsin  stepped 
down  from  his  post,  announcing  his  deputy  Vladimir 
Putin  would  assume  the  Presi- 
dency. Yeltsin  had  been  plagued 
in  recent  years  by  allegations 
that  his  health  was  too  poor  to 
continue  as  President.  Reports 
were  circulated  that  his  heart 
was  damaged,  and  that  his  drink- 
ing had  deteriorated  his  health 
considerably.  Yeltsin  had  been 
hospitalized  many  times  prior  to 
stepping  down. 

Yelstin  was  also  dogged 
by  the  desolate  state  of  the  Rus- 
sian economy,  which  people  felt 
was  in  worse  condition  than  it 
was  under  communism.  Critics 
charged  that  Yeltsin  had  sold  the 
Russian  economy  to  a  few  Rus- 
sian tycoons,  and  that  the  rest  of 
the  public  had  suffered  greatly 
because  of  it. 

Boris  Yeltsin  was  famous  for  his  stand  against 
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the  tanks  of  the  Communist  army  before  he  was  Presi- 
dent, and  enjoyed  enormous  popularity  at  that  time. 

Later,  as  President,  he  presided 
over  the  dismantling  of  the  Soviet 
Empire,  including  the  breakup  of 
the  Soviet  Union  itself.  He  over- 
saw Russia's  transition  to  democ- 
racy, through  numerous  changes 
to  the  Russian  Constitution. 
However  his  popularity  slipped 
and  he  gained  numerous  critics  in 
the  Duma,  the  Russian  Parliament. 
His  adversaries  even  attempted  to 
impeach  him.  His  successor, 
Vladimir  Putin,  was  one  of  many 
Prime  Ministers  to  have  served 
under  Yeltsin  in  recent  years.  He 
has  wide  spread  popularity  in 
Russia  due  to  the  successful  cam- 
paign against  the  rebels  in 
Chechnya,  a  region  in  southern 
Russia.

Elian  Gonzalaz  creates  dispute  with  Cuba 


Perhaps  never  before  were  their  been  so  many 
arguments  and  threats  over  a  single  6-year-old  boy. 
Elian  Gonzalaz  was  the  seat  of  an  international  contro- 
versy over  whether  he  should  be  returned  home  to  his 
Father  in  Cuba. 

On  Elian's  mother  died  when  her  boat  fell  apart 
in  the  Atlantic  Ocean  off  of  Florida.  She  was  attempting 
to  flee  Cuba  and  live  in  America  with  her  son,  Elian. 
Elian  Gonzalaz  survived,  and  was  rescued  by  the  United 
States  Coast  Guard. 

Elian's  closest  surviving  relative  was  his  Father, 
who  still  lived  in  Cuba.  He  would  have  liked  to  have 
custody  of  Elian  back  as  soon  as  possible,  and  Cuba's 
public  were  holding  daily  demonstrations  on  the  father's 
behalf.  The  Clinton  Administration,  under  Attorney 
General  Janet  Reno  supported  this  position  and  was 


seeking  to  reunite  the  father  and  son. 

On  the  other  hand,  Elian's  relatives  living  in  Americ 
asserted  that  Elian  has  the  right  to  request  asylum,  whic 
meant  he  would  stay  for  another  year  in  the  United  State 
They  believed  that  Elian's  father  was  being  pressured  t 
request  the  child  back  by  the  Cuban  Government.  They  als 
claimed  that  since  the  deceased  mother  wished  for  Elian  t 
live  in  the  United  States,  that  the  government  should  nc 
second-guess  her  wishes. 

The  matter  was  fought  out  in  the  court  system,  wit 
the  State  Court  of  Florida  giving  temporary  custody  1 
Elian's  American  relatives  in  deciding  Elian  should  sta 
However,  in  the  Federal  Courts,  that  opinion  was  reversei 
and  the  Department  of  Justice  was  free  to  return  Elian  at  i 
discretion.

NATO  achieves  a  victory  in  Kosovo,  but 

problems  remain 


NATO's  four- 
month  campaign  against 
Serbia  and  Slobodan 
Milosevic  came  to  an  end 
in  August  of  last  year. 
The  Alliance  went  to  war 
against  the  Serbs  over 
alleged  atrocities  that 
were  committed  by  the 
Serbian  Army  in  Kosovo . 
Kosovo  is  providence 
populated  mainly  by 
Albanians,  but  it  is  part 
of  Serbia,  not  Albania. 
Until  recently,  Kosovo 
enjoyed  a  measure  of 
autonomy  from  the  Serb  government,  but  in  the  past  few  years, 
Milosevic  has  taken  back  control  of  the  providence.  Kosovar 
separatists  formed  a  guerilla  army,  known  as  the  Kosovo 
Liberation  Army,  or  KLA.  The  KLA's  objective  was  independence 
from  Serbia.  When  the  Serb  Army  moved  to  quell  the  rebellion, 
they  were  accused  of  committing  numerous  atrocities,  including 
mass  executions.  Many  Serb  officials  including  Milosevic  are 


under  indictment  by  the  United  Nation's  War  Crimes  Tribunal  for 
Crimes  against  Humanity. 

In  response  to  these  atrocities,  NATO,  the  North  Atlantic 
Treaty  Organization  attempted  to  hold  negotiations  towards  a 
settlement.  When  they  failed,  NATO  began  air  strikes  against 
the  Serbs.  The  strikes  lasted  four  months  and  in  the  end, 
Milosevic  agreed  to  have  NATO  guard  the  border  of  a  once  again 
autonomous  Kosovo. 

Numerous  problems  remain  however.  First,  Slobodan 
Milosevic  continues  to  remain  in  power,  despite  the  suffering  of 
his  people.  Second,  the  KLA  still  wishes  independence  from 
Serbia  possibly  to  form  a  union  with  Albania.  Third,  Kosovar 
Albanians  stand  accused  of  committing  the  same  atrocities  that 
the  Serbs  were  accused  of,  killing  NATO  peacekeepers  in  the 
process. 

However,  the  campaign  also  was  a  number  of  firsts.  This  was  the 
first  war  to  be  won  only  by  the  air  strikes,  and  the  first  time  a 
majority  of  the  ordinance  used  were  "smart  bombs"  This  was  also 
the  first  time  that  NATO  acted  outside  of  its  own  borders  to  end 
a  conflict.  It  remains  to  be  seen  what  the  final  outcome  in  this 
troubled  providence  will  be.

Record  players  are  antiques,  cassette  tapes  are  a  past  trend 
of  the  '80s,  and  on  many  college  campuses,  CDs  are  virtually 
non-existent.  So  what's  the  latest  tunes  that  cand  be  heard 
blasting  from  the  rooms  of  Bradley's  music-loving  students?  The 
answer:  Motion  Picture  Entertainment  Group  Level  3,  better 
known  as  MP3s. 

MPBs,  a  format  by  which  difital  sound  can  be  compressed  and 
stored,  can  be  obtained  over  the  Internet  through  web  sites  such 
as  MP3.com  and  Napster.com.  Simply  by  downloading  a  re- 
quested song,  one  can  easily  access  free  music,  which  would 
otherwise  be  the  cost  of  a  $13.99  CD. 

Despite  the  ease  of  access  to  popular  tunes,  the  issue  is 
questionable  as  to  whether  or  not  such  web  sites  are  lefal. 
According  to  the  Recording  Industries  of  America,  now  suing 
Napster.com,  it's  not;  such  web  sites,  as  claimed  by  the  record- 
ing industries  and  several  disgruntled  musical  artists,  are 
infringing  upon  the  legally  binding  copyrights.

Oregon  State  even  claims  that  Napster  was  susing  up  to  five  percent 
of  the  school's  Internet  resources,  costing  an  extra  $1,500  per 
month. 

At  Yale  University,  although  not  taking  any  definite  actions 
against  the  latest  MP3  rage.  Information  Techology  Services  have 
conducted  tests  to  determine  the  effect  of  Napster  on  the  university's 
resources.  Results  have  confirmed  that  at  any  given  timeNapster 
users  account  for  five  to  thrity-three  percent  of  network  traffic.

Meeting  the  Requirements 


Every  student  at  Bradley  University  came  with  a  pur- 
pose; whether  they  were  aspiring  writers  or  future  computer 
programmers,  they  all  had  dreams.  To  achieve  these  dreams, 
they  needed  to  take  certain  courses— courses  that  would 
prepare  them  for  the  future.  Along 
the  way,  though,  they  were  also 
required  to  take  some  classes  that 
they  might  not  necessarily  need  or 
even  want.  These  classes  were  the 
General  Education  requirements 
(commonly  called  "Gen  Eds");  their 
purpose  was  to  give  every  student 
who  passed  through  Bradley  a  well- 
rounded  education.    At  least  36 
hours  of  Ged  Ed  classes  were  neces- 
sary to  graduate  from  Bradley  Uni- 
versity.  Because  of  Gen  Eds,  one

Electrical  Engineering  majors  taking  Art,  and/or  Speech 
majors  studying  the  Periodic  Table  of  Elements  for  their 
Chemistry  class. 

General  Education  classes,  aside  from  the  obvious  nega- 
tive of  being  outside  of  one's  area  of  interest,  had  many  plus 
sides.

receiving  a  higher  education.  Gen  Eds  exposed  students  like 
this  to  a  wide  variety  of  subjects,  perhaps  letting  them 
discover  a  new  interest,  and  maybe  even  setting  them  on  a 
new  course  in  life.  Even  if  a  student  did  not  discover  his  or 

her  new  life  mission  in  a  general 
education  class,  it  still  served  its 
purpose— fighting  ignorance.  To  be 
a  well-rounded  member  of  society, 
and  not  simply  a  machine  with  one 
purpose,  a  student  must  study  many 
fields.

A  Litde  Extra  Help 


So  you  made  it  into  Bradley...  and  here  came  all  this  work.  Did 
it  seem  to  much  to  handle  at  times?  Did  you  ever  feel  in  over 
your  head  and  wish  that  there  was  somewhere  you  could  go  for 
help?  On  our  campus,  help  was  closer  than  you  may  have 
thought.  There  were  at  least  two 
organized  resources  for  students  to 
turn  to  if  they  needed  help— the 
Writing  Center  in  Bradley  Hall,  and 
the  Center  for  Learning  Assistance 
in  the  library. 

The  Writing  Center  was  located 
in  Bradley  Hall  room  105.  There, 
student  tutors  offered  support  and 
encouragement  to  fellow  students 
with  the  dreaded  papers  that  they 

had  been  assigned.  According  to  senior  English  major  Doug 
Sheiner,  a  Writing  Center  employee,  "We  provide  writing  tutor- 
ing, which  means  that  we  help  students  improve  their  writing 
skills,  by  guiding  them  and  helping,  but  never  proofreading  or 
editing  for  them.  We  guide  them  and  instruct  in  basic  grammar, 
structure,  organization,  brainstorming."  The  writing  tutors 
often  simply  provided  support  to  students,  giving  them  the 
tools  and  encouragement  to  improve  the  quality  of  their  writing, 
as  their  paper  remained  their  own  work,  with  just  a  push  from 
the  tutors. 

Another  resource  available  to  students  was  the  Center  for

Learning  Assistance,  the  CFLA.  This  was  located  on  the  third 
floor  of  the  Cullom-Davis  Library.  In  the  CFLA,  students  could 
receive  2  free  tutoring  sessions  per  week  in  selected  classes. 
They  were  also  offered  instruction  in  motivation,  time  manage- 
ment, prioritizing,  and  studying, 
if  these  were  pitfalls  of  theirs.  The 
CFLA  was  also  a  resource  for  stu- 
dents diagnosed  with  learning  dis- 
orders, such  as  dyslexia,  so  that 
they  could  learn  the  reading  and 
study  techniques  to  overcome  the 
disability  and  succeed  in  college. 

Of  course,  students  always  had 
the  option  of  turning  to  knowl- 
edgeable friends  for  help  with  those 
tough  classes,  and  group  studying  was  also  a  popular  means  of 
support.  Furthermore,  Bradley  professors  were  almost  always 
willing  to  give  help  with  a  particular  concept  to  a  student 
ambitious  enough  to  come  to  their  office  and  ask  for  it. 

Above  all,  it  was  important  that  Bradley  students  knew  they 
were  not  alone  here  if  they  were  feeling  stressed  and  over- 
whelmed with  school  work.  There  were  places  that  they  could 
go  to  get  help  and  learn  the  strategies  vital  for  coping  with  the 
college  workload.

Over  the  course  of  their  years  at  Bradley,  many  students 
changed  their  majors  almost  as  often  as  they  changed  their 
clothes.  Life  decisions  had  to  be  made,  and  it  was  often  hard 
for  students  to  decide  exactly  what  career  path  was  the  best 
choice  for  them.  One  way  many  students  found  to  help  them 
either  decide  on  a  career  or  get  a  head  start  on  one  was  to  find 
an  internship. 

Internships,  or  co-ops  (the  terms  are  used 
interchangably),  were  an  academic  program 
that  gave  students  college  credit  for  working 
at  a  job  related  to  their  major  or  career  goals. 
As  Susan  Buchanan,  the  Smith  Career  Center 
Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences  Career  Advisor,  put 
it,  "The  work  is  the  course— that  is  what  you 
are  getting  the  credit  for."  Internships  were 
a  good  way,  Buchanan  said,  of  "test  driving" 
a  career,  while  earning  money  and  credit  toward  graduation. 

Besides  helping  students  explore  a  possible  career  choice, 
internships  allowed  students  to  meet  and  learn  from  people 
in  their  chosen  field.  In  addition,  students  who  had  a  co-op 
or  internship  during  their  college  years  received  more  job 
offers,  often  including  the  company  they  had  their  internship 
with,  and  higher  salaries  after  graduation. 

When  it  came  to  getting  an  internship,  students  had  two 
options:  working  part-time  locally  while  attending  school,  or

working  full-time  during  the  summer  or  instead  of  school.  Up 
to  nine  credits  could  be  received  for  internships  (for  LAS 
students),  the  number  of  credits  given  depending  on  the 
number  of  hours  the  student  worked.  Internship  credit 
counted  as  a  300-level  elective,  and  the  "course"  was  pass/ 
fail,  based  on  a  monitoring  system. 

Internships  could  often  be  found  by  using  the 
services  of  the  Smith  Career  Center;  for  in- 
stance, employers  at  their  job  fairs  were  often 
looking  to  hire  interns.  However,  any  job 
students  found  on  their  own  could  be  ap- 
proved as  an  internship.  As  long  as  students 
Susan  Buchanan,  Smith  filled  out  the  co-op/internship  student  agree- 
Career  Center         ment  in  the  Smith  Career  Center,  they  were 

ready  to  receive  credit  for  their  job.  The  search 
for  finding  an  internship  was,  Buchanan  said, 
"like  a  job  search. ..it  is  a  job  search." 

Elementary  Education  major  Aly  Mudlaff  had  an  internship 
experience  with  student  teaching  at  a  local  school.  She 
summed  up  perfectly  how  she  benefited  from  this  real-world 
experience:  "Student  teaching  is  a  realistic  taste  of  what  it 
is  REALLY  like  to  teach--hard  work,  tons  of  papers,  and  crazy 
kids!  I  think  that  I  learned  more  this  semester  than  I  did  in 
the  three  years  prior."

It  was  the  beginning  of  a  new  millenium;  it  was  time  to  face 
reality.  "You  paid  $25  to  attend  today's  class!"  a  professor 
of  mine  would  protest  upon  confronting  a  room  of  more 
empty  chairs  than  full  ones  at  9:00  on  a  Friday  morning.  "Why 
would  you  throw  away  your  money  like  this?"  Simple  enough, 

I  wanted  to  explain  to  him.  The   

reality  is,  the  majority  of  us 
viewed  academics  simply  as  the 
only  way  to  earn  a  college  degree, 
and  a  college  degree  would  en- 
able us  to  obtain  a  well-paying 
job.  That  was  not  to  say  that  we 
didn't  enjoy  any  of  our  classes,  or 
that  we  never  used  any  of  our 
$25-a-class  knowledge  out  in  the 
real  world.  It  was  just  a  little 
idealistic  to  think  that  we  would 
pay  $13,880  a  year  purely  for  the 
imparted  knowledge,  to  return 
to  our  parents'  houses  at  the  end

degree,  all  of  Bradley's  five  colleges  yielded  at  least  a  97%  job 
placement  rate.  For  the  students  who  decided  to  go  on  to  earn 
their  masters'  degree  after  graduation,  in  hopes  of  increasing 
job  opportunities  and  salaries,  Bradley  yielded  a  99%  acceptance 

  rate  into  graduate  schools  in  the 

natural  sciences,  be  it  at  Bradley 
or  elsewhere.  Bradley's  Smith 
Career  Center  was  also  very  help- 
ful in  the  job  search  process,  for 
undergrads  and  graduate  students 
alike,  hosting  everything  from 
job  fairs,  to  actual  job  interviews 
in  its  own  facility.  Many  other 
job  search  options  were  available 
online  through  the  Smith  Career 
Center's  website,  such  as  a  career 
search  program,  job  listings,  and 
a  resume  writer.  But  whether  we

The  women  had  bad 
luck  from  the  start  with  two 
of  their  top  players  not  be- 
ing able  to  participate  at  all, 
and  another  key  player  be- 
ing out  for 
the  fall  por- 
tion of  the 
season.  Se- 
nior Mary 
Anne 
Locher,  who 
tied  Kelly 
Dillon  for 
second  in 
the  MVC 
Champion- 
ship during 
the  1998- 
1999  season, 
was  ineli- 
gible for  the 

entire  1999-2000  season  due 
to  rehabilitation  for  a  back 
injury.  Sophomore  Jil 
Swenson,  who  was  expected 
to  come  in  and  make  major 
contributions  towards  an- 
other MVC  title,  was 
redshirted  and  forced  to  wait 
until  the  2000-2001  season 
to  play  because  she  trans- 
ferred from  Northern  Ari- 
zona. The  final  blow  to  the 
team  came  in  the  form  of  an 
auto  accident  endured  by 
junior  Laura  Patrick.  This 
left  her  recovering  from  neck 
injuries  during  the  fall. 
However,  these  hardships  did 
give  sophomore  Kelly  Dillon 
to  shine  which  she  did  in  the 
form  of  and  average  score  of 
80.7  and  season  best  of  72. 
Once  she  returned,  recov- 


ered  from  her  injuries,  Laura 
Patrick  also  performed  well. 
Her  season  average  was  the 
team's  low  -  80. 5  and  her  best 
score  was  an  impressive  74. 

Inspite  of  the  bad  start  to 
their  season,  the  women  did 
show  a  lot  of  improvement  in 
the  end  of  sea- 
son when  they 
recorded  a  sec- 
ond place  fin- 
ish at  the  Payne 
Stewart  Memo- 
rial Tourna- 
ment, along 
with  a  thrid 
place  finish  at 
the  Illinois  In- 
vitational. 

The  men's 
golf  team  didn't 
have  much  bet- 
ter luck  during 
the  1999-2000 
season  than  the  ladies.  Their 
top  finishes  of  the  year  were 
fourth  in  the  Bradley  fall  Clas- 
sic and  sixth  in  the  Bradley 
Spring  Invitational. 

Topping  the  leaderboard 
for  the  guys  was  freshman 
Andy  Mickelson  with  a  sea- 
son average  of  78.4,  and  low 
of  71.  Coming  in  close  behind 
Mickelson  were  seniors  Chris 
Marziani,  who  had  a  season 
average  of  79.0,  and  Chirs 
Hruby  with  a  season  average 
of  80.5.

Serving  up  a  Great 
Season 


A  tenth  place  pre-season 
ranking  in  the  Missouri  Val- 
ley Conference  might  be 
enough  to  make  other  volley- 
ball teams  discouraged.  It 
had  quite  the  opposite  affect, 
however,  on  the  Lady  Braves. 
"Being  ranked  last  in  the  con- 
ference was  quite  the  shocker 
for  us.  It 
gave  us  more 
of  a  desire 
not  to  be 
ranked  last," 
stated 
sophomore 
Samantha 
Hardwick. 
Coach  Luster 
viewed  the 
situation  ? 
bit  different. 
In  reference 
to  the  1998 
season,  Lus- 
ter stated  that  the  1999 
rankings  were,  "probably  le- 
git." Legit  and  logical,  prob- 
ably -  correct,  not  at  all.  The 
Braves  posted  a  record  not 
seen  here  at  Bradley  since 
1985,  more  than  a  decade 
ago.  In  Coach  Luster's  second 
season  here  at  Bradley,  the 
Braves  have  clawed  their  way 
up  the  conference  standings 
to  settle  in  at  second,  behind 
nationally  ranked  Northern 
Iowa. 

The  match  against  Indiana 
State  early  in  the  season  was 
a  valuable  one  for  the  team. 
After  losing  the  first  two 
games  and  being  down  14-6 
in  the  third,  the  Lady  Braves 
mounted  a  tremendous  come- 
back to  win  the  game.  "That 


was  the  real  turning  point," 
explained  Luster,  "the  win 
gave  the  girls  the  confidence 
to  play  at  a  certain  level." 

One  of  the  biggest  issues 
for  this  year's  team  was  the 
number  of  underclassmen; 
eight  freshmen  joined  this 
year's  squad.  "At  first  it  was 
overwhelming

The  losing  saga  continued 
for  the  Bradley  women's  bas- 
ketball team.  After  a  winless 
record  in  the  Valley  last  sea- 
son, the  squad  found  itself  in 
the  basement  of  the  confer- 
ence for  a  sec- 
ond straight 
year. 

The  Braves 
(5-14,  2-9  in 
MVC)  tri- 
umphed early 
in  the  season 
garnering  wins 
against  non- 
conference  foes 
Chicago  State, 
Ball  State  and 
Minnesota,  but 
they  entered 
the  conference 
on  an  18  game  losing  streak 
and  started  off  the  1999-2000 
campaign  dropping  their  first 
five  conferenced  games.  Bra- 
dley finally  slammed  the 
brakes  on  a  league  record  24 
game  losing  skid  against  rival 
Indiana  State  with  a  59-54 
victory.  The  win  ended  the 
season's  seven  game  drought 
and  marked  the  team's  first 
conference  win  since  Febru- 
ary 21,  1998.  "We  finally  got 
over  the  hump,"  freshman 
Sarah  Sommer  said.

It  was  late  August,  begin- 
ning to  cool  down.

The  Men's  Volleyball  team  had  a  much  better  season 
during  1999-200  than  they  did  in  1998-1999.  This 
could  have  come  in  part  from  more 
collective  experience  from  the  four 
seniors  -  Ed  Dul,  Dave  Naleway, 
Lionel  Ramos,  and  Craig  Soling  - 
and  five  juniors  -  Ben  Swislow, 
Adam  Kulauzovic,  John 
Blumenshine,  Steve  Elliott,  and 
Chuck  Hagloch.  Maybe  it  came 
from  the  freshness  and  enthusi- 
asm brought  in  by  the  two  fresh- 
men -  Andre  Jackson  and  Sean 
Free.  Whatever  it  was,  it  worked. 

The  team  competes  in  the  Mid- 
west Collegiate  Volleyball  Asso- 
ciation, which  includes  teams  from 
all  over  the  Midwest,  including 
Big  Ten  schools.  They  hold  the 
second  place  standing  in  the  West 
Division  of  the  MCVA,  behind 
Augustana,  who  is  ranked  nation- 
ally. Other  teams  in  Bradley's  division  included  West- 
ern Illinois,  Knox  College  and  Monmouth. 

A  defining  moment  for  the  guys  came  during  a  home 


game  against  Augustana,  who  was  ranked  second  in 
the  nation  only  two  years  ago.  While  the  team  ended 
up  losing,  it  took  Augustana  four 
games  to  defeat  them.  This  match 
proved  just  how  competitive  the 
Bradley  Men's  Volleyball  team  has 
become. 

This  major  improvement 
showed  up  again  during  the  MCVA 
championship.  The  team  ended 
up  the  1999  tournament  18  out  of 
18.  At  the  end  of  the  2000 
tournament,  the  Braves  moved 
up  to  9  of  14.

Aside  from  funding  and  equipment  improvemants,  a  major 
change  in  play  came  during  a  weekend  away,  where  the  team 
played  and  beat  both  Southern  Illinois  and  Indiana  Univer- 
sity. That  trip  not  only  helped  their  record  for  the  season,  but 
also  boosted  their  morale  incredibly.  "Everything  just  came 
together  that  weekend,"  said  team  captain  Karen  Boston. 

The  team  for  last  season  was  an  especially  young  team  - 
most  of  the  players  were  freshmen  and  sophomores.  These 
players  did  an  excellent  job  of  coming  onto  the  team  and 
playing  at  the  college  level,  many  of  them  without  much 
experience.    At  the  same  time  though,  that  adaptation 


couldn't  have  been  made  as  easily  without  the  help  of  the 
older  players  who  jumped  up  and  assumed  leadership  roles  to 
manage  the  team. 

Leaving  the  team  were  seniors  Karen  Boston,  and  Dara  Ono. 
Renee  Lopez,  who  will  serve  as  the  team's  president  for  the 
2000  season,  remarked  that  losing  Karen  and  Dara  will  really 
hurt  the  team.  Both  were  staters  and  made  big  contributions 
to  the  success  that  the  team  experienced  throughout  the 
season.  "They  left  big  shoes  to  fill.  Both  of  them  were  great 
team  leaders  and  great  players.  We're  really  going  to  miss 
them,"  said  Lopez. 

As  far  as  next  year  is  concerned,  the  team  has  high  hopes. 
Because  of  all  the  improvements  that  were  made  there  will  be 
more  time  to  concentrate  on  playing  and  technique.  The 
team  practiced  throughout  the  off  season  by  playing 
intramurals  and  tournaments.  They  also  held  fundraisers  and 
sent  an  appeal  to  SABRC  for  funding  to  make  next  season  a 
little  easier  financially.

What  about .  .  . 


The  pain  and  guilt  of  an  abortion? 
Why  is  there  pain  and  guilt?  Guilt  would  imply  you  have  done 
something  wrong.  Guilt  is  a  natural  feeling,  and  then  naturally  it 
would  imply  you  have  made  a  bad  decision.  Guilt  can  be  so 
tremendously  overwhelming  that  it  can  physically  run  the  body  down 

(e.g.  depression).  What's  unnatural  is  the  suction  put  on  the 
uterus  during  abortion.  If  it's  okay  to  do,  then  why  are  there  such 
high  risks  of  horrible  side  effects?  Scar  tissue  rupturing,  excessive 
bleeding,  the  loss  of  the  ability  to  have  children  -  all  imply  that 
this  practice  is  unnatural  and  not  what  the  body  is  made  to  undergo.

Forgiveness!  The  all-loving  Lord  will  look  with  mercy  on  you 
if  you  feel  you  are  truly  sorry  for  your  abortion.  But,  you  must 
know  the  healing  process  is  long  and  sorrowful.  The  overwhelming 
thought  of  what  you've  done  is  hard  to  come  to  terms  with  and  it's 
even  hard  to  forgive  yourself  One  day  you  will  feel  liberated  and 
at  peace  -  ask  God  to  help  you  on  your  way.
